I'm sure that his spot welder is a capacitive discharge unit. A place 
where I used to work built their own for welding small gauge wires onto 
to reed switches, which is in the same range power-wise. It's a pretty 
simple circuit - charge up a suitable cap then dump it through the weld 
electrodes. R/C hobbyists make their own for welding battery tabs, and 
you can find some examples online, such as:

A little experimentation would be needed to get the right amount of 
capacitance for the materials being welded, and the mechanics will 
require a bit of McGuyvering. Back in the 70s we used a mercury relay 
to dump the cap energy, but nowadays we have lumps of beach sand for that!
